It was as devastating as it 
was sudden to Notre Dame and 
it seemed like the rude interrup- 
tion to just a wonderful dream.. 


University 
leaders, 
students, 


townspeople of South Bend 
and 


even the smallest boys on 
the 


street were grief stricken as they 
realized that their "Rock" 
had 


marched 
on. 
A pall was cast 


across the shadows of his achieve- 
ment, flags 
flew sadly at half- 


mast and every one who knew him 
personally or just by name, hung 
their heads in sorrow. 


So amaxed and stricken 
were 


his friends that even today, 
al- 


most 24 hours after the immortal 
football coach's tragic death 
in 


an airplane crash in Kansas, fu- 
neral arrangements were far from 
complete. All that was fairly cer- 
tain was that when the remains 
of that restless man, whose teams 
made football history, are lowered 
in the grave, thousands will 
be 


present. 


Pending word from his widow,

who had known "Rock," as he was 
known intimately to thousands.

hoo rtbroken today as they

clouds yesterday to carry Knute 
Rockne and seven others to death 
in a pasture near Bazaar, Kas. 


Robert 2. Blackburn, stockman, 


who witnessed the crash, testified 
ho had drawn the conclusion that 
something was amiss from 
the 


sound of the aircraft's engines. 


"I heard the plane above 
the 


clouds. Then I ceased to hear it," 
hq testified. 
"After a lapse of five 


minutes, perhaps, I heard it again. 


"It seemed to linger in my hear- 


ing; for some time. Then I heard 
the 
engines backfire 
for some 


time. 
I was of the opinion then 


something was wrong. 


''The sound attracted the atten- 


tion of mv cattle. Then I saw the 
plane coming out of the clouds at 
nn angle of 45 degrees. I watched 
it until it went out of sight be- 
hind a hill. I heard a crash." 


The cattle raiser testified it had 


not rained in the vicinity yester- 
day and there was no mist at the 
time of the accident. 


Blackburn said he could not es- 


timate the distance the plane fell 
or the time the fall consumed. 


"I tell you, it was quick enough," 


he told Harry C. O'Reilly, county 
attorney questioning the witnesses. 


"When I heard the crash I got 


in mv car, but finally 
had 
to 


abandon it and go afoot. 
The 


wreckage was headed 
down 
in 


(he ground. The bodies of passen- 
gers were strewn about the ground. 
Three or four were near the plane. 
The main portion of the wreck- 
age was in a radius of 300 feet. 
'The wing- broken from the plane 


came down a quarter of a mile 
away. 
It was broken ff rather 


square across. 
The edge looked 


ragged. The glass in one of 
the 


piano's lights was unbroken." 


Blackburn said he noticed no ice 


on the wreckage. Ho said he saw 
some spilled gasoline but no evi- 
dence of fire. 


Coroner Jacob Hindcn read into 


the record evidence bearing upon 
identification of the victims. 
He 


said his identification of all 
the 


bodies was positive and was made 
chiefly from cards in their cloth- 
ing. 


Jack Frye, vice president of the 


transport company, in charge of 
operations at Los' Angeles, was 
questioned. 


The official testified that 
the 


company's planes were inspected 
as a* matter of routine every 
28 


hours. He said the ill-fated'craft 
had been in service a little more 
than a year. It is common in Eu- 
rope, Frye said, for such ships to 
remain in service nine years.

at 
at'ound 


100,000, bringing total March out- 
put into the neighborhood of 290,- 
000 cars, or roughly 100,000 less 
than in the like month of 1930. 


The Chevrolet Motor company's 


output for March is estimated at 
about 80,000 units, falling behind 
Ford Motor company for the first 
time this year. 
. Output for the entire industry 
in the United States and Canada 
for April is expected to show a 
substantial gain over March, on 
the basis of schedules announced, 
although it is now expected in 
trade circles that the total may 
come closer to 300,000 units than 
400,000.
